wicz, assistant to the president of 
the Federal Reserve bank of Phila- 
delphia, in an address at 
the 


eleventh annual stockholders' din- 
ner of the First National bank of 
Gettysburg Thursday evening. The 
dinner was held in the Hotel Gettys- 
burg.

dency, the speaker said, lies in the 
fact that at each session of Con- 
gress countless bills for regulating 
banks are introduced by Senators! 
and Representatives. 
Even though 


most of the bills are nev< r passed j 
and their contents are never known , 
by the average citizen, the threat 
of nationalization still lurks in the 
background, the speaker pointed out. 


The principal part of Mr. Sienkie- 


wicz's talk before the 125 stock- 
holders, employes and friends of 
the bank was spent In a discussion 
of his theme, "Bank Management, 
Duties and Responsibilities." 


Banking, which the Philadelphian 


.described as a business of semi- 
public nature, is concerned with 
three factors in its management. 
They are the stockholders, the direc- 
tors and the officers. Each one has 
rights and limitations that have 
been established by law, mostly since 
the Civil war. Briefly, Mr. Sien- 
kiewicz outlined these duties and 
responsibilities of the bank's organi- 
zation : 


Stockholders—They contribute the 


capital; control indirectly the elec- 
tion 
of 
directors*

capital; may purchase new stock; 
may sue directors, and have a right 
to know the condition of the bank. 


Directors—They appoint 
officers 


and committees; form bank policies; 
review acts of officers, and know op- 
eration and condition of bank. 


Officers—They are authorized by 


the directors to carry on the man-

agement of the bank in its relation 


_'Aith the public. 


In closing, the speaker stressed the 


need for understanding between the 
three branches of bank manage- 
ment. 


Edmund W. Thomas, president of 


the First National bank, who served 
as toastmaster, preceded the Reserve 
Board officer on the program with 
a few remarks in which he explained 
the progress and conditions met by 
the local institution during the last 
year. 


He pointed out that higher taxes, 


shorter hours, increased costs in gen- 
eral, slump in securities and added 
governmental policies were some of 
the problems that were faced re- 
cently. The president closed by say- 
ing that restrictions on banks will 
result in better institutions in the 
future through a 
earnings.

Law Provides for Tree Removel 
Assistant County Agent Russell 


Mollenauer reported on his investi- 
gation of law covering the removal 
of the trees. 
He stated an act 


passed last April provides for re- 
moval of trees where they may cause 
damage if individuals or groups who 
aiready have-eletsred their own prop- 
erties request it. If and when the 
bureau of plant industry has money 
available it will pay for the trees 
removed. The state will supervise 
removal if persons or groups mak- 
ing the request will pay the dam- 
ages, he reported. 


He said that the greater part of 


a $500 appropriation for the purpose 
will be used in Cumberland county 
where cedar trees are being removed. 
Mollenauer said that payments for 
trees were based on appraisals at 
from IK cents for trees measuring 
one-inch or less across the trunk to 
75 cents for trees of a diameter of 
10 inches or more. The trunks are 
measured "breast high." The state 
will pay 70 per cent of the ap- 
praised values. After notice for re- 
moval is given by the state, owners 
must act in 15 days, he reported.

APOLOGY TOILS, 


Local Churches 


Tokyo, Dec. 17 (AP).—Japan may 


refrain from a direct reply to' the 
United States protest in the Panay 
incident, the foreign office ^spokes- 
man indicated today, on the" ground 
that the government had apologized 
before the American note was de- 
livered. 


He said the question was still be- 


ing weighed but pointed out: 


"The Japanese note of apology was 


handed to Foreign Minister 
Hirota. 


"Therefore, whether some other 


note must be given has not yet been 
decided." 


(On Tuesday—Two days after the 


United States gunboat Panay and 
three American-owned commercial 
vessels were attacked on the Yangtze 
river with four fatalities — Hirota 
forwarded to the American ambas- 
sador a note which generally met the 
already formulated but undelivered 
demands of Washington. 


(Only a little later on the same 


day—Tuesday — Ambassador Grew 
delivered the United States protest. 


(Informed of the spokesman's dis- 


closure. State Department officials in 
Washington declined to comment 
early today. 
Informed observers, 


however, expressed belief that a di- 
rect reply to the American protest 
would be forthcoming.) 


The foreign office spokesman flatly 


denied that Japanese river craft had 
machine-gunned the Panay before 
it sank in the Yangtze nver near 
Nanking under the pounding of 
Japanese aerial bombers. 


(Secretary of State Hull 
an- 


nounced in Washington Thursday 
that supplementary representations 
would be made to Japan, based on 
information that the gunboat was 
sprayed by machine-gun fire from 
Japanese army motorboats.) 


Premier Fumimaro Konoye was 


expected to ask the imperial court 
today to petition Emperor Hirohito 
to call a conference of members of 
the government and the imperial 
headquarters. 'Japan's supreme war 
authority, "to discuss policies of the 
empire apropos of China."

The diplomatic tension seemed to 


have vanished and government offi- 
cia}s appeared certain that the Pa- 
nay incident would be closed quickly 
and satisfactorily.
